Gen. MacArthur, on the record, 
Was a good general, though not a 
perfect or a great one. The dis- 
aster to his air force, left unpro- 
tected despite the warning of 
Pearl Harbor, is but one illustra- 
tion of the estimate. Many an 
Army, Marine Corps and Navy 
commander considers the Mac- 
Arthur generalship to have been 
unreasonably costly. He is a con- 
troversial figure’ in military cir- 
cles, as he is in those political. 
But the nation owes him a debt, 
as it does to all who served her 
in the great war—and in those 
that preceded it. 

The Pentagon now has released, 
at the insistence of many congres- 
sional leaders, the official records 
involving Gen. MacArthur’s atti- 
tude toward bringing Russia into 
the war against Japan. 

He has said he was against it. 
He has said he was not consulted 
about Yalta. 


The Record 


The official records reveal his

They do not reveal he was con- 
sulted about Yalta. 

But, in all honesty, on the basis 
of his own recommendations, was 
there any need to consult him? 
He was not one of the Chiefs of | 
Staff. On the record he wanted, 
and urged, the Russians be 
brought in. At Yalta the agree- 
ments were made to bring her in. 
That is why we attended that Big 
Three conference on the Black 
Sea. The general now denounces 
these ‘‘territorial concessions at 
the expense of China’’ as being 
too great. He says he would not 
have so agreed. 

The general is most vulnerable. | 
He also has added that he would | 
not have recommended bringing 
Russia in “at that late date.” 

Yalta’s conference ended 
February 12, 1945. 

On June 18, 1545, some four | 
months after Yalta, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur sent yet another message 
to Gen; George Marshall recom- | 
mending the Russians be. 
brought in. | 

Presidents Harry S. Truman and | 
Roosevelt have said, as have oth- | 
ers who were:there, that the Unit- | 
ed States went there with one 
purpose—to get Russia into the 
war. 

And they were so minded be- | 
cause of the recommendations of | 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff—includ- 
ing Gen. MacArthur. 

For Gen. MacArthur now to say 
the report confirms he was not 
consulted at Yalta—and that he 
would not have agreed to the con- 
cessions—is typical behavior of 
men who have allowed bitterness 
to mar their perspective.

He had often been consulted on | 


whether he wanted Russia brought 
in. He did. Indeed, he was on 
record more than any other of the 
military commanders. (There 
was just one who didn’t so urge. 
That was Admiral Ernest King, 
who did not think Russia’s par- 
ticipation was indispensable.) 

But Gen. MacArthur did. 

And against his statement that 
*‘at that late date’’ he would not 
have recommended she be brought 
in is a telegram dated four months 
after Yalta in which he does. 

At this date, four months after 
Yalta, he informed Gen. Marshall 
that the “hazard’’ and the. casual- 
ties of an invasion would be great- 
ly lessened by an assault by the 
Russians. 

Is this a recommendation?

The central question all along 
has been not whether Gen. Mac- 
Arthur was consulted about Yalta 
—but whether he recommended 
the entry of Russia. 

He did. 

President Roosevelt and the 
American delegation went to 
Yalta to do what Gen. MacArthur 
and others in the military recom- 
mended—reduce the hazard of in- 
vasion of Japan and the cost in 
men.

Gen. MacArthur Asked 
For Russia After Yalta 


After release of the Yalta papers last 
spring, the one question remaining was 
whether or not Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
had recommended, or favored, Soviet in- 
tervention in the Pacific. 

Gen. MacArthur said, at the time, he 
“most emphatically’ would have recom- 
mended against bringing Russia in at 
that “late date.” 


Now comes the Pentagon, not the Re- 
publicans or the Democrats, but the Army 
with the cold, factual records. 

Gen. MacArthur did recommend, and 
urge, that Russia be brought in. 


Not only that, but as late as four 
months AFTER Yalta Gen. MacArthur 
telegraphed Gen. George Marshall saying 
it would greatly reduce the hazards of in- 
Vasion and lessen casualties if Russia 
could be brought in. ’ 


Gen. MacArthur, ignoring the fact his 
own telegram is incompatible with his 
Yalta statement, says the Pentagon con- 
firms the fact he was not consulted about 
Yalta. 


There was no need to. He had been 
consulted about whether he wished Russia 
in the war. He was not one of the chiefs 
of staff. 

The American delegation made agree- 
ments to bring in Russia because the Army 
asked it and because they wanted to 
save the lives of 500,000 Americans— 
that being the casualty estimates for an 
invasion of Japan. Gen. MacArthur, four 
months after Yalta, was confirming that 
if Russia could be brought in it would 
lessen casualties and hazards. 

The Yalta agreements, or 
became poor ones only because the Rus- 
sians, With typical Communist use of the 
lie, refused to keep thelr pledged word. 

The atomic bomb, not at all assured at 
the time of Yalta or Potsdam, made in- 
vasion unnecessary. But the bloodiest bat- 
tles of the Pacific war, including Iwo 
Jima, came after Yalta. 

But the non-political record out of the 
Army files reveals the truth—and who 
told it.

With Its Water System 


Another county adjoining Fulton is 
going into the water business. Clayton 
County has sold $1,100,000 in revenue cer- 
tificates to lay distribution lines for the 
county’s water system. 

Earlier, the county raised $700,000 by 
another sale to build the nucleus of its 
system, a filter plant, some mains and 
reservoirs. 

Clayton lies below Fulton and already 
has prospered by the industrial and resi- 
dential development to the south of At- 
lanta. Industry and homeowners, though, 
want an assured supply of water, and 
Clayton is preparing to attract new resi- 
dents anc taxpayers with its county water 
system. 

The county’s step is progressive, and 
a natural follow up to Clayton’s action in 
cleaning up the honky tonks and joints 
that once gave the county a bad name. 


Clayton is one of a group of counties 
that lie within the Metropolitan Atlanta 
area. They have a common destiny and 
many common problems. Fortunately for 
everybody, this mutual dependence is re- 
ceiving increasing recognition by the peo- 
ple and governments of all the area.

In the years when he stood resolutely 
strong national government, he was very unpopular. 


The emphasis was on the rights of the states and Marshall’s na- 
tionalism was anathema to the Jeffersonians and later the Jack- 
sonians who dominated the country. 


Today, however, the United 
States has become the great na- 
tion that Marshall visualized. No 
one of the Founding Fathers is en 
titled to more credit for the course 
our history has taken than Chief 
Justice Marshall. 

Marshall's convictions about the 
need for a strong national govern 
ment stemmed irom his experi- 
ence as a young officer in Wash- 
ington’s army at Valley Forge. A 
few years later that conviction was 
to be strongly manifested in the 
Virginia convention to ratify the 
Constitution. Marshall was one of 
those who swung the Old Dominion 
behind the Constitution against 
freat opposition. For a brief period 
he served in Congress and then 
became secretary of state In 
January, 1801, President Adams 
named him to be chief justice of 
the United States. As the Federal- 
ist Party of Adams and Marshall 
had then been thcroughly trounced 
by Jefferson's Republicans in 1800, 
ihe appointment was generally re- 
garded as a Federalist maneuver 
to curb the ‘‘menace’’ of Jeffer- 
sonianism. 

It is ironical that the Federalist 
philosophy was thus built into our 
gcvernmental _system after the 
Federalist Party itself had begun 
to fall apart. Undaunted by the 
continued triumph of the Republi- 
cans (who later changed the desig- 


ca) 


; 


ration of their party to Demo 
cratic), Marshatl patiently molded 
the Supreme Court into a center 
of power and then laid down doc- 
trines of constitutional law that 
have ever since guided the country 
in its political and economic de- 
velopment. 

Marshall's basic thesis was that 
the Constitution is the supreme law 
of the land and that governmental 
action in conflict is null and void. 
That principle vecame especially 
meaningful because of a_ second 
Marshall thesis—that the Supreme 
Court is the final judge of what 
the Constitution means when any 
legal controversy involving the use 
cf  >vernmental power is proper- 
ly laid before ihe: tribunal, This 
doctrine was bitterly assailed at 
the time of its erunciation but dt 
is generally accepted today as the 
only means of preserving our liber- 
ties and maintaining our political 
system,

The Vice President 


WASHINGTON—There is a growing feeling 
that the 1956 nominating conventions ought not 
to go by without improving the method of select- 
ing vice presidential candidates. 

It is not too soon to begin. 


There is no prospect of changing 


the long habit of choosing vice presidential nominees as a _ back- 
of-the-wrist, back-stage, casual afterthought to the main event unless 
there is an affirmative public demand. 


The need for applying different 
and much higher standards of 
qualification for the vice presi- 
Cential nominees of both parties 
should not be brurred by present 
personalities. ‘There are many 
who will feel that Vice President 
Richard Nixon and Sen. John 
Sparkman, the 1952 nominees, 
were above the average. But the 
basis for their nomination was not 
their fitness to become President 
ot the United States. This was 
only incidental ur accidental—and 
that is not good enough when we 
ere sclecting the possible heir to 
the most exacting, powerful office 
in the world today. 

In 1952 neither Sen. Nixon nor 
Sen. Sparkman was considered by 
either party as qualified for the 
presidential nomination. This has 
been the case in every vice presi- 
dential nomination except in the 
earliest years of the republic. 

Not in 119 years—that is since 
the nomination of Vice President 
Martin Van Buren to succeed 
President Andrew Jackson—has a 
vice president ever received a 
presidential nomination without 
first getting the presidency by 
death. 

It is rather revcaling that while 
the Democratic Farty hesitated to 
consider- Alben Barkley for the 
presidential nomination in 1948 be-

cause of age, it did not hesitate 
to give him the vice presidential 
nomination. 

It is not just President Ejisen- 
hower’s illness which makes it 
important to re-appraise the cas- 
ual attitude toward choosing vice 
presidential nomirees, 

The law of averages is danger- 
ously on the side that a vice presi- 
dent wilk succeed to the presi- 
Gency without being elected to the 
presidency. Ten of the 36 vice 
presidents in 1%6 years have be- 
come president — seven by acci- 
dent, that is by the death of the 
president. That makes it one in 
five. Haven’t we had enough ex- 
perience to decide that the time 
bas come for oth parties to deter- 
mine presidential and vice presi- 
cential nominations by the same 
siandard? 

No act of Congress, no law. no 
change in the Constitution can 
guarantee that the political par- 
ties will select their “second best 
man’’ for the vice presidency. The 
parties will treat the vice presi- 
dency with adequate respect only 
when public opinion requests them 
to do so. 

The presidency and the vice 
Eresidency are not too big for two 
men of presidential] stature at the 
time of nomination. 


This is 


reflected by Southern Democratic governors who came hele ot their 
annual conference. Their attitude is important because of their control 
of state delegations to the Chicago convention next year. 


The 1952 candidate is appraised 
as the inevitable and happiest so- 
Jution for the party as a whole. 
He is looked upon as the figure 
among the leading aspirants who 
can come closest to uniting the 
party’s diverse elements, north or 
south, which is a most. essential 
consideration in the Democratic 
Party. As for qualifications nec- 
essary as a candidate and as presi- 
dent, he demonstrated his talents 
as a campaigner in 1952 and has 
won Widespread recognition for his 
abilities in statecraft by his career. 

Two dissenters were noted 
among those whose views were 
made known, either publicly or pri- 
vately: Gov. Allan Shivers of 
Texas, and Gov. “Big Jim” Folsom 
of Alabama. 

The generally favorable attitfde 
of Southern political leaders toward 
the 1952 candidate, with the rare 
exceptions noted, seerns to reflect, 
among other things, the very con- 
ciliatory and friendly overtures to 
the South since 1952 by both Adlai 
Stevenson and his 1952 campaign 
manager, Stephen A. Mitchell, for- 
merly Democratic national chair- 
man. 

It might be surmised that this 
bridging of the Mason and Dixon 
Lire by Messrs. Stevenson and 
Mitchell played some part in the 
diminution of the rebellious spirit 
in the South that was so noticeable 
at this conference as contrasted

eight years. Conversely, Adlai 
Stevenson benefits from thé low- 


ered boiling point of Southern 
leaders. 
There are obviously numerous 


other factors in the leaning of the 
South toward the former Illinois 
governor. Among them is the pos- 
sible removal of the principal road 
block to the Stevenson presdential 
try in 1952, the heroic symbol ‘‘Ike”’ 
who won the hearts of so many 
Southerners. That clears the way 
for Adlai Stevenson, who piled up 
a remarkable vote under all the 
adverse circumstances he _ ene 
countered three years ago. 

Another factor to the 1952 cane 
didate’s advantage is that he will, 
if successful in the convention thig 
time, be nominated on his own, 
without the appearance of being 
the protege of Harry Truman who 
has raised up so many enemies in 
the South. His 1952 identity with 
the former President probably cost 
Mr. Stevenson many votes in the 
South. 

Nor can anyone who knows the 
South overlook an influence that 
is persuasive with many Southern- 
ers. This is that Adlai Stevenson, 
with his intellectual capacities, his 
ability to express himself, his ideal- 
ism and his refusal to make the 
cheap compromises of politics, is 
in the tradition of Woodrow Wilson, 
the last Southerner to sit in the 
White House.

A cafe owner climaxed an argu- 
ment with his wife over who was 
boss by wounding her and killing 
a waitress and himself today. 

Sherifi C. E. Farmer identified 
the dead was W. L. Callicutt, about 
45, owner of the First and Last 
Chance Cafe, and Miss Christine 
Prince, a native of Trafford, 
Ala., near Birmingham. 

Mrs. Violett Callicutt, about 42, 
was described in critical condi- 
tion. 

Farmer said the shooting hap- 
vened shortly after midnight 
when Miss Prince whispered to 
Mrs. Cajlicutt during the argu- 
ment. Callicutt shot the waitress 
in the stomach, then shot his 
wife and turned the pistol on 
himself, Farmer said.

It was Tipton’s toe that eventually backed the 
Panthers into a corner, where Bolo Perdue blocked a punt and re- 
covered same for the only touchdown of the game. 


The blocked punt, though, was almost a secondary matter, 

Pitt had come South the favorite, with Marshall Goldberg, 

Dick Cassiano, John Chickerneo and Hal Stebbins in its back- 

field. It’s line was made of the same sturdy material as

strength and record. But Duke had a Tipton. Pitt didn’t. 

Tipton punted 16 times that afternoon. He was working with a 
sogey ball and bad visibility. It almost blizzarded at times. Only 
twice did he allow Pitt to have the ball outside its own 20-yard line,

In the first half he punted 52 yards dead on the 10; 50 yards 
downed on the eight; 65 yards downed on the 18; 24 yards out 
of bounds at the 12; 47 yards downed on the 14; 48 yards 
dowred on the 35; 56 yards downed on the one-foot line. 
In the second half he punted 45 yards downed on Pitt's

MIAMI, Fla., Oct. 20 #—The 
withdrawal of the American Auto- 
mobile Association (AAA) from 
sports car racing will not affect 
the sixth running of the interna- 
tional Grand Prix of Endurance at 
Sebring, Fla., next March 25. 

Reginald Smith, general secre- 
tary for the Sebring race, said to- 
day he received word from Paris 
that the Federation International 
De L’Automobile (FIA) had given 
a direct sanction to the Sebring 
event. 


This means the 12-hour Sebring 
race again will go on the inter- 
national sports car calendar and 
will be one of the six races in the 
world, and the only one in the 
United States, in which points 
can be earned toward world 
sports car championships. 

In the past, the FIA has sanc- 
tioned the Sebring event but it has 
been handled by the AAA as Ameri- 
can FIA representative. The AAA 
severed its connections with sports 
car racing because of the heavy 
death toll in the last 24hour race 
at Lemans, France.

Church Firm, Won’t Marry Princess, Divorcee 


By GEORGE W. CORNELL 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20 ‘#—The re- 
lationship of a man and a woman 
is again today stirring the atmos- 
phere of the Church of England. 

It's an ageless story, and even 
though unique in details, pulsing 
with the counterpoint of history. 

There could be a chance for 
Princess Margaret to marry a di- 
vorced man, Peter Townsend, with 
church approval, if it weren't for 
certain technical circumstances. 

But the ‘if’s’ make all the 
difference. 

Perhaps no other church is so 
rigid in its rule against remar- 
riage of divorced persons while 
their former mates are still living. 

No exception is officially author- 
ized even though grounds existed 
—but weref’t used at the time—to 
get the past match nullified by 
the church itself. 

“The ban is total and unambig- 
uous,” said the Rev. Dr. J. V. 
Langmead Casserley, a_ British 
authority on church canon law and 
traditions now in New York. 

“It is probably true that the 
Church of England is mote strict 
on this point than any other part and demanding that she be 
of Christendom.”’ crowned queen. She wasn't.

the present Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, Dr. Geoffrey Fisher, it has 
held even more firmly to the 
principle, 

‘‘More so than any recent arch- 
bishop, he has been particularly 
insistent on a rigorous rule in re- 
gard to marriages,’’ Dr. Casserley 
said. 

‘He would be the last man to 
‘make any exception. He would 
have to eat his own words to do 
oy 

Princess Margaret is devout in 
her religious practices, and a good 
friend of the archbishop’s. 

The prohibition doesn't mean 
‘that a divorced person can’t stay 
in good graces of the church. The 
church simply considers him tiving 
apart from his spouse. He can’t 
remarry in the church. 

In fact, one British sovereign, 
King George IV, in the early 1800s, 
did divorce his wife, and as king 
served as temporal head of the 
church. 

Even at his coronation, his dis- 
carded wife made a big fuss trving 
to force her way past the guards

For Princess Margaret, how- 
ever, the demands of duty aren't 
so great, even though her marri- 
age outside the church would, in 
effect, deprive her of rights of suc- 
cession to the-throne.

“Princess Margaret couldn't for- 
mally consent to a marriage that 
is contrary to the laws of the 
church which she would have to 
swear in her oath of office to de- 
fend,’’ Dr. Casserley said.

Yes,, there is. 

Divorced persons with ex-part- 
ners still alive have been married 
in the church. 

But the cases require special 
conditions, along with rebel-mind- 
ed bishops to perform the cere-

“Such marriages were fairly 
common in certain churches in 
London 25 years ago,’’ Dr. Casser- 
ley said. ‘‘Clergymen simply took 
the law into their own hands and 
disobeyed the canon. 

‘But this sort of thing has almost 
died out. With the rise of divorce, 
and the church's obligation to pre- 
serve the indissolubility of marri- 
age. the hishops today are ‘much 
more emphatic in adhering to the 
church laws.’’

Then cook 
without stirring to soft crack stage (280 degrees) 
or until a small amount separates into hard but 
not brittle threads when tested in very cold 
water. 5. Remove from heat and quickly stir in 
flavoring. 6. Place pan immediately in cold wa- 
ter to stop boiling, then set over hot water to 
prevent syrup from thickening. 7. Hold apples 
by skewer and dip into syrup. Remove and twirl 
quickly to coat evenly. Place on wire rack to 
cool.

For hearty fall appetites it’s | 
hard to beat roast pork spare- | 
ribs and apple stuffing. 

Homemakers should find 
spareribs reasonably priced, as 
hog marketing has been heavy 
this fall, and supplies of pork 
and pork products, according to 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, are abundant. Food stores, 
too, are well supplied with apples 
this time of the year. 

In buying the spareribs, USDA 
suggests selecting two well- 
fleshed sections that match and 
weigh about two pounds each. 
Have the breastbone sawed or 
cracked so that it will be easy 
to carve between the ribs. 

After laying one section of the 
ribs out flat, sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, and spread on it 
the apple stuffing. Then cover 
with the other section of ribs 
and sew the two sections to- 
gether. 

Sprinkle the outside with salt 
and pepper, and if desired with 
flour. Lay the stuffed ribs on a 
rack in a shallow pan. Do not 
add water and do not cover. 
Cook ina moderate oven of 
about 350 to 375 degrees until 
the meat is tender and thorough- 
ly done. Allow about 142 hours. 
Turn occasionally for even cook- 
ing. Remove strings before serv- 
ing, and for a gravy use the pan 
drippings.

Diabetes Controlable, 


But Held Incurable 


Many diabetics know'as much 
as the family physician does 
about their disease. They attend 
lectures and read books on the 
subject. A fameus specialist in 
this field refused to accept a 
new diabetic patient unless he 
was willing to spend three wecks 
in the hospital to be taught as 
well as treated. 


Diabetes is controlable but not 
curable and in this respect is a 
lifelong disease. It requires close 
cooperation between the patient, 
his family, and the physician. 
Complications can be discour- 
aged by a thorough knowledge 
of diet, insulin, and the danger 
signals. 

The ease with which physi- 
cian victims cared for them- 
selves suggested*the idea that 
the diabetic might do the same 
if he knew more about his con- 
dition. 

It was natural to assume that 
the lay person who understood 
the disorder would do everything 
possible to k&ep it under control. 

The educational program goes 
beyond that little bit of knowl- 
edge that is a dangerous thing. 
The diabetic must know how to 
test his urine, watch the weight 
level, calculate his diet and make 
substitutions, and administer in- 
sulin according to the doctor's 
orders, 

The patient is alerted to call 
the physician when certain 
symptoms occur or if he devel, 
ops an infection or injury that 
might lead to complications, .An 
educational program of this type 
adds years to life. 

Diabetic coma is the most seri- 
ous emergency these individuals 
face. It is fatal when not recog- 
nized and treated promptly. For- 


tunately, the condition is pre- 
ceded by a state of acidosis 
which can be determined by the 


patient well in advance of losing 
consciousness. Tieatment at this 
stage is simple. 

It is here the diabetic bene- 
fits from being well informed. 
He knows the early symptoms 
and how to detect acidosis from 
the start. 


The patient is on the lookout 
for trouble the moment he de- 
velops unusual fatigue, an in- 
clination to sleep during the day, 
lack of appetite, nausea, vomit- 
ing, mental sluggishness, flushed 
face, changes 1n respiration, or 
a sweet, acetoneiike odor to the 
breath. 

The urine is analyzed imme- 
diately. If no sugar is found, 
the test is repeated at least four 
times during the day, When 
sugar is present, additional tests 
such as the ferric chloride test 
are performed to see whether 
acidosis exists. 


The physician is called and a 
temporary program is devised 
to prevent lapse into unconscious- 
ness. This consists of lowering 
the intake of food, taking ade- 
quate liquids, and adjusting the 
dosage of insulin.
